"WILD FIRE" IN TOBACCO 


New Disease Worrying Virginia and 


Carolina Grower*. 


A new tobacco disease has appeared 


In certain sections of Virginia and 
North Carolina, according to Dr. R. A. 
Wolf of the North Carolina experiment 
station, and because of Its destructive- 
ness is the cause of much concent to 
the tobacco growers. 


The disease was present in some 


places last year, but did not attract 
much attention because It was not 
widespread. The disease spreads very 
rapidly during rainy weather and has 
been appropriately given the name of 
"wild fire." 


"Wild fire" has been found to be due 


to a germ or bacterium. Three days af- 
ter healthy plants are Inoculated with 
these germs they show yellow spots, 
marking the beginning of the disease. 
In some sections the idea is pretty gen- 
erally held that fertilizer of one brand 
or another, or one proportion or an- 
other, were the cause of "wild fire." In 
others It is said to be due to weather 
conditions, to the prevalence of insects, 
etc. 


Judging from acknowledge of other 


germ diseases, experts are confident 
that nothing can be done to check the 
disease in the field. Since it started in 
the plant beds, It may be possible to 


mine this; 'studies are bjeffig made of 


its means

A Siberian Wonder. 


The scientists have for years been 


perplexed over the wonderful frozen 
well at Yakutsk, Siberia. As long ago 
as 1828 it was announced that the 
ground was frozen to an abnormal 
lepth at the place referred to. In the 
summer of 1829 a Russian merchant 
set a gang of men to the task of ascer- 
aining the depth of the" frozen stra- 
.um. They gave up the job after dig- 
ging some thirty feet in solidly frozen 
jround. The Russian Academy of Sci- 
ences took the matter in hand and b^- 
tween 1838 and 1844 dug to a depth of 
382 feet and then abandoned the shaft 
because the earth was still frozen as 
lard as a rock. Natural cold could 
never penetrate to such a depth, and

be that whicfc comes from the Indian 
archipelago, although much of fhat 
obtained on the Florida coast is of.tne- 
very best quality, says the Scientific 
American. There are three rows of 
plates on the back, of the animal called 
"blades" by the fishermen. In the 
central tow are five plates and in each 
of-the others-four plates, the latter 
"containing -the best material! Besides 
these, there are twenty-five small 
plates around the edges of the shell, 
known as "feet" or "noses." The big- 
gest turtle does not furnish-more than 
sixteen pounds of shell. Formerly the 
undersbell was discarded f 8 worthless, 
but iiow it is much esteemed for its 
delicacy of coloring.
